York City was rather a Republican ebb than 
a Democratic flood. The total vote shows a 
falling off of 36,858, as compared with the 
vote of 1880, and of this loss the Democratic 
share is 9,789 and the Republican share 27,069. 
Moreover, while it is quite certain that no 
Republican voted for Epson, the KELLY 
candidate, it is probable that a number of 
’ Democrats voted for CAMPBELL, the Citizens’ 
candidate, so that the only change in New 
York City is the result of Republican de- 
fection. 
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THE FREIGHT BUREAU. 

The attempt which is to be madeat the St. 
Louls Club meeting to-night to organize a 
freight bureau for the benefit of St. Louis 
commerce is one to which every one will wish 
success. But itis much easier to wish suc- 
cess than it is to achieve it, and it is imposst!- 
ble to forget the abortive result of the at- 
tempt to establish what was called the Trans- 
portation Bureau of the Merchants’ Ex” 
change several yearsago. The Exchange,be- 
ing interested chiefly at that time in the 
shipments Eastward from St. Louis, 
and especially in the items of flour 
and provisions, endeavored by combined 
action to make more favorable terms with 
the railroads. It should have been easy to 
do so, as the railroads bad not then pooled 
their issues, and the shippers in pooling 
theirs had an undoubted advantage. 

The Transportation Bureau was broken up, 
not by the railroads, but by its own mem- 
bers. At first everything went on swim- 
mingly, and for afew months all rates were 
obtained by the manager of the bureau and 
were satisfactory to shippers. But the jead- 
ing shippers were beguiled by the temptation 
of lower rates an private terms, they began 
to assume the attitude of injured men who 
were helping the smaller shippers at 
their own expense, and the result Was 
that ina very short time the once popular 
idea was repudiated, the bureau was aban- 
doned and the go-as-you-please plan was 
substituted. 

The situation now is very different without 
being easier. The separate railroads 
longer have the same control over freights 
that they had before the pooling system was 
introduced, and their relations to their cus- 
tomers have become much more complicated. 
Each separate rate that is established is 
the part of a vast system in which a 
disturbance of any part entails very ex- 
tensive readjustments of other parts, 
and the whimsical and arbitrary rates 
which crop out here and there are not 
the results of malice prepense, but are thein- 
congruities which always appearin the prac- 
tical application of a theoretical system. 

Nevertheless there is a great deal to be 
done in the way of rectification and a great 
deal which can be done by a united effort ina 
proper direction. The bridge arbitrary of 
$5 a car is an imposition which we are very 
sure the railroad pool will remedy on proper 
representation, and the discriminations both 
in the distance, percentage and through 
rates which have operated to the detriment | 
of St. Louis have been continued 
chiefly because there was no public 
or other information’ given that St. Louis 
would not stand it. At last an effort is to be 
made, and, as practical and energetic men 
are starting it, it starts out well, but it would 
be a great misfortune if the chains of dis_ 
crimination should be riveted more strongly 
on us in consequence of any failure resulting 
from copying previous mistakes or from re- 
fusing to profit by their lesson. 
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THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

A very significant indication of the condi- 
tion of the naval forceis given by the news 
that a hundred or so of naval officers, with 
proxies representing three hundred more, 
recently held a meeting to devise measures 
for doing away with favoritism in promo- 
tions, and thatthe meeting was a secret one, 
the officers not wishing to have their names 
known. A meeting called for such a purpose 
would be underany circumstances a remark- 
able accusation against the management of 
the department, but when the meeting isa 
secret one it forces on the mind at once the 
conviction that things must be in a bad way 
indeed. 

Very little is known by the genera! public 
of navy management, as that branch of the 
public service is rarely brought in contact 
with the courses and currents of life on 
shore. But from what we do-know of the 
failures and incompetence revealed in 
the bureaus of construction, equipment 
and engineering in the department 
it is very easy to believe that it is 
also a nest of of favoritism such as has 
long lingered inthearmy. Itis among the 
creditable achievementsof ArtuuR’s Ad- 
ministration that Secretary Licoun succeed- 
ed in routing the “‘Coburgers” and the “Soft 
Place Prigade,”’ who, with the Chief Clerk, 
had been for years terrorizing the depart- 
ment in the interests of favoritism and to the 


But we may be very certain that Bri 
CHANDLER bas not gone into the business 
of reforming abuses. In fact, if there have 
been any reforms in the navy since we 
bade good-by to the old war footing, they 
have been carried out as secretly as the 


partment comes to be overhauled it will 
probably be found to be honeycombed with 
corruption; and so slight an offense as favor- 
itism in promotions might be alluded to 
without resorting to closed doors and plugged 
key-holes. Some details as to the operation 
of the law of favoritism would make “mighty 
interesting reading.” 


VANDERBILT AS A BUTCHER. 

A telegram in yesterday’s Post-DIsPATCH, 
announced the formation of a big railroad 
combination to bankrupt the men engaged in 
shipping dressed meats. It seems. that the 
railroads are unwilling to part with the busi- 
ness of transporting beef cattle alive, which 
they have reduced to a monopoly qualified 
only by the Grand Trunk’s successful experi- 
ment with dressed meat shipments. It is 
proposed to break up the men engaged in the 
latter business, by carrying dressed meat on 
a large seale and selling it at cost in the East 
until everybody is driven out of the business 
except the company representing the rail- 
road combination, which 1s determined that 
supplying the Eastern markets with Western 
meats shall be a monopoly conducted so as to 
yield the railroads ‘‘all the traffic will bear.”’ 

This method of controlling commerce on 
‘the public be d——d” principle has been re- 
sorted to in Pennsylvania until every, great 
interest of the State is in the clutch of 
some monopoly spawned by and allied 
with the boss corporations that tram- 
ple the Constitution of the commonwealth 
under their remorseless feet. They have 
usurped a control over the business of indi- 
viduals and communities which no govern- 
ment would be permitted to exercise. When 
an attempt is made by law to deprive them of 
such despotic and dangerous powers they 
have the impudence to raise a howl about 
government interference with the freedom 
of trade, and their power has grown so ap- 
palling as to corrupt politicians, overawe 
courts and nullify the sovereign will of the 
people Tecorded in constitutions. But the 
evil is becoming too gigantic to be borne 
much longer, and Mr. V ANDERBILT may find 
his meat monopoly as productive of revolt as 
a certain paltry tax on tea became in “the 
good old times when GerorGeE III. was 
King.” 

Recent decisions in the Elevated Railroad 
damage case and in the proceedings against 
the stock-watering transaction by which 
the Western Union Company absorbed 
the competing telegraph companies indi- 
cate that the courts are beginning to 
appreciate the public danger from the li- 
cense these corporations have enjoyed and 
the powers they have usurped. In the West- 
ern Union case it was decided that the form 
of stock watering by which consolidations 
have been usually effected was contrary toa 
New York statute. It is certainly against 
public policy, and on that ground alone all 
contracts for the consolidation of competing 
companies should be declared void unless ex- 
pressly authorized by statute. The -eourts, 
however, cannot be expected to go that far 
against powerful companies whose entire 
monopoly system rests upon bargaifs and 
contracts that are against public policy. We 
need clear statutes, Federal and State, that 
will put an end to all monopoly proceedings, 
combinations or consolidations on the part of 
competing corporations and prevent them 
‘from devoting their means to such illegiti- 
mate uses as this VANDERBILT scheme to 
suppress the dressed meat enterprise. 


A BUSINESS SUMMARY. 

Clearing-house reports for the week end- 
ing November 4 exhibited an aggregate of 
$1,392,947,347 against $1,135,924,060 for the pre- 
ceding week, and the improvement seems to 
have been maintained this week. The condi- 
tion of general trade has shown no signs of 
a relapse sinee then. The dry-goods trade 
remains dull on account of the weather, The 
iron trade also continues dull, and the only 
marked change has been a speculative ad- 
vance in petroleum, supported by state- 
ments that the daily production has decreased 
to 68,000 barrels. 

Our foreign trade isina much more satis- 
factory shape than during the first eight 
months of the year: In the first nine months, 
according to the report of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, our imports, inclusive of specie, were 
valued at $587,751,232, and our exports, in- 
cluding specie, at $574,648,381, making the 
balance against us at the close of September 
$13,102,851. As compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year, when the bal- 
ance in our favor was $83,543,798, we had in- 
creased our imports $37,453,945, while our ex- 
ports had fallen off $59,191,704. In 
breadstuffs and provisions alone the 
difference between the exports of the two 
periods amounted to seventy-three millions. 
Last year’s short crops explain the dis- 
parity. : 

But the effect of this year’s better crops 
began to appear in August, when ourexports 
were but $3,000,000 less in valiie than the 
imports, and in September they were but 
$651,961 less, our exports in that month 
being somewhat larger this year than last. 
The increase in value of September exports 
of breadstuffs in 1882 over 1881 was $4;500,000. 
The indications are that the official state- 
ment for October willshowa large excess 
of merchandise exports over imports. It is 
known that the latter are decreasing, and 
while there has been a temporary pause in 
the breadstuffs movement, itis again looking 
up, and the receipts at imterior points indicate 
that the farmers are inclined to sell at 
present prices, and that a very large export 
movement of breadstuffs may be expected 


by the time the new corn crop 
becomes marketable. At the same 
time cotton is going forward 


freely. We exported 729,377 balesin Sep- 
tember against 642,931 in the same month last 
year, and the movement is still very active, 
this year’s crop being now estimated at the 
enormous total of 7,000,000 bales, and the 
price being as good as at this time last year.

that the total of exports showed an increase 
of $1,451,608. 

If the provision trade could only contrib- 
ute its former quota to the volume of exports 
we should again see a large’ balance in our 
favor. But the stock is not on hand, and 


confronted with some adverse influences in 
foreign markets. Germany, which has been 
our best market, has a million more hogs this 
year than last, and the German Parliament is 
about to pass a bill prohibiting the ‘importa- 
tion of American hog products. Moreover, 
the high price of meat, owing to our crop 
failures last year, has stimulated the produc- 
tion of meat in Europe. 

There ha&S been a little strain in the money 
market from temporary causes, and a number 
of failures leading to a closer scrutiny of 
credits, but no serious weakening of confi- 
dence. The mint report for the year ending 
June 30 estimated our production of gold for; 
the year at $30,000,000, our silver production 
at $44,000,000, and our coin increase over the 
preceding year at $37,000,000. According to 
the Glasgow Herald, we borrowed $38,000,000 
in Europe during the first half of the year for 
railroad building; but with that and other 
means we have completed 9,000 miles of rail- 
road, and new railroad. securities having a 
face value of $360,000,000 have been listed 
at the New York Stock Exchange this year. 


AN ANTI-MONOPOLIST. 

THE New York Herald makes a plain and 
fair statement about the new cable for which 
Mr. JAMES GORDON BENNETT has subscrib- 
ed a million dollars, and which is promised 
in good working order for next summer. The 
Herald speaks evidertly foy Mr. BENNETT in 
saying that the newcable is to be laid, that 
it is to be paid forin cash, that there is to be 
no watered stock about it, and that it is not 
going to be gobbled up after it is completed by 
the monopoly which now controls all of the 
cable lines and is trying to control both of 
the land lines. 

The poor public, in spite of very many 
disappointments’ which it has _ expe- 
rienced, will give full credit to this 
announcement and will look to the comple- 
tion of this new cable line asa real blow to 
monopoly and as areal public benefit. The 
New York Herald has so deep an interest at 
stake that it cannot afford to transfer its al- 
legiance, and its ‘interest is identical with 
the interest of the public. It has also enough 
money to put the venture on the very best 
cash basis, and is in a condition to make the 
cable monopolists understand that they do 
not hold the empire of both the sea and the 
land. The new cable is the most promising | 
anti-monopoly venture in sight. 


Ir is not not often that Jay GouLp gets a 
fair, square knock-down in a contest over the 
directorship of a corporation, - but on 
Wednesday he and his friends attempted to 
vote their stock and elect themselves direct- 
ors of the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad. 
But they had already converted their stock 
into Manhattan stock, and had refused to 
pay the dividends earned to stockholders of 
the Metropolitan who had not done the 
same. They were playing a sharp game to 
swallow up the Metropolitan stockholders, 
but they were met by the bona fide owners 
of the road, who brought out a Bible and a 
statute and required them to swear that they 
were the owners of the stock they proposed 
to vote. There was a dilemma. On the one 
hand was the loss of the control of the road, 
on the other hand the yawning vista of the 
State prison for perjury. With this alterna- 
tive the GouLD party declined to vote and 
retired from the contest feeling more like 
real “ bears” than is their wont. It will 
take more than that, however, to induce Mr. 
GOULD to change his tacties.

New Road From El Paso to the City 
of Mexico. 


This morning Mr. 8S. D. Carpenter, one of the 
builders of the Mexican Central Railroad.register- 
ed at the Planters’ House. He is on his way home 
to Ottumwa, Iowa. Speaking of the new road 
Mr. Carpenter said: “It is now com 
plete to a point 225 miles from the north 


end, beginning at El Paso, Texas, and running 
down to Chihuahua, and about the sane distance 
from the City of Mexico up north. Twotrains are 
run daily from El Paso to Chihuahua, a freight 
and a passenger, and are doing a heavier business 
than was expected. The pnscengee trains make 
from twenty-five to thirty miles an hour 
and the road-bed {s as smooth and solid as an old 
line. This is owing tothe excellent weather. In 
that country there is no donbt about the weather 
and the work can be undertaken with certainty. 
The road has steel rails, and will be one 
of the best in the country, and can 
easily be kept in good repair in so dry a climate.

A Curious Little Shop in New 
York.

The Place Where Suits of Mail are Made for 
the Whole United States--The Only 
Armor-Maker in the 
Country. 


From the New York World. 

In that part of Williamsburg known as 
Upper Broadway, where the German inhabi- 
ta ts support ‘Wein and Bier Geschifts” 
without number, there is a certain tin shop. 
‘To all outward appearances it is \ plain. or- 


_ nary tin shop, without pretension to being 


bapa else. Among the long-nosed coffee 
pots a reporter in passing caught sight of an 
antique helmet, apparently of Edward the 
Second’s time, and with the idea of getting a 
bargain he entered the shop. Although the 
exterior was ordinary, the interior was far 
from being so. Instead of the establishment 
of atinker there was armory such as are 
read of but are seldom seen off the stage. 
The walis glistened with bright breast-

Scattered about the floor, 
dast-begrimed and rusty, were leg and arm 
coverings, shields and breast-plates, sheets 
of steel, copper, brass and tin, and the tools 
nsed in sha “ them. In one corner stood a 
knight nailed from head to foot, with lance 
in band, as though guarding the little ddor at 
the back of the shop. He looked very much 
as though he had made a night of it the night 
before with some other jolly knights. He 
appeared to be very weak in the knees and 
seemed nervous. ‘The shock of the reporter's 
tread onthe shop floor broughton a fit of 
trembling and shivering and chattering that 
equaled the best efforts of livelier subjects 
inthe chill districts of Jersey.

“IT should think that you would make armor 
for decorative purposes—fancy pieces for the 
walls and coats of mail for big corridors,’’ 
ventured the reporter. ; 

This remark gave the old man great pleas- 
ure, it was apparent from his chackling. 

“Well,” ald he, “between you and me, I do 
make antique armor for pacencgn hb dh yd pre 
and coat-of mail that are represented by their 
owners as being worn by their great-grand- 
fathers, who most probably in reality were 
greengrocers, or butchers, or something of 
that kind. The appearance of old age is 
easily given it by exposure to the dews of 
Williamsburg and the breeze from Hunters 
Point, all of which impart a beautiful med- 
jieval tint to the steel. There are a number 
of stores in New York where antiques are sold, 
and in any oneof these you can buy armor 
with a voluminous history to suit your own 
ideas, or three times as much as what was 
paid me for it withouta story. A great deal 
of that in the private houses of the city is im- 

orted by the owners themselves, but there 

& not one plece in a hundred that is genuine 
antique armor. That made nowadays is just 
as good, if not better, than the antique, as it 
is much lighter. I manufacture for dealers 
in antique and theatrical goods, who repre- 
t all my goods as being imported, as it 
rings better prices by doing so.”

On one occasion, when Washington Irving, 
Bancroft and Everett were chatting over 
diplomatic reminiscences, the last named told 
how, after he and the Neapolitan Ambassa- 
dor had been presented to her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, Lord Melbourne intimated that 
they would be expected to joinin a game at 
whist with the Duchess of Kent. “I play 
but avery poor on myself,” said Mel- 
bourne; “‘in fact, 1 scarcely understand it; 
but the Duchess is very fond of it.” “And 
I,” said the Neapolitan to Everett, am a very 
bad player, and should I chance to be your 
Excellency’s partner, I invoke’your forbear- 
ance in advance.” To which the 
American Envoy replied that he knew 
very little oi the game himself. As 
he put it, three dignified personages, 
clad in gorgeous attire, were solemnly 
going to play a gamie they imperfectly under- 
stood, and for which none of them cared in 
the least. Upon reaching the Duchess’ apart- 
ments the Anibassadors were formally pre- 
sented and then, at her invitation, sat down 
to play. As soon asthe cards were dealt, a 
lady-in-waiting placed herself at the back of 
the Duchess, and the latter said: *“‘Your Ex- 
cellencies will excuse me if I rely upon the 
advice of my friend here, for 1 must confess 
lam really a very poor player.” This was 
almost too much for Everett’s gravity; a 
gravity undisturbed for the rest of the even- 
ing, since he found playing whist under such 
conditions inexpressibly dull work. 

Bold as he could be when the game was 
worth the candle, Lord Beaconsfield would 
never have been tempted to risk so much on 
the cards; for, knowing the weakness of his 
ylay, he carefully eschewed anything like 
liga stakes. One evening, at the time when 
Parliament was agitating itself about the 
Empressship of India, Lord Beaconsfield sat 
down to whist with the Prince of Wales, and 
asked the latter: ‘‘What poimts, sir?’

A travelerin New Zealand, 
spending a night in a squatter’s hut, was in- 
vited to cut in for a rabber of whist. As he 
took his seat, he inquired: “‘What points?’ 
His partner responded in a tone significant 
of surprise at such a question: “Why, the 
usual game, of course—sheep points, and a 
bullock on the rubber.” 

Even the sharpest of sharpers may more 
than meet his match. Robert Houdin, hap- 
pening to saunter into a continental casino 
where a Greek was reaping a rare harvest at 
écarté, looked on quietiy until a seat became 
vacant, and then dropped into it. The 
Greek, dealing dexterously, turned a king 
from the bottom of the pack.- When the 
deal came te Houdin, he observed: “‘When 
| turn kings from the bottom of the pack, I 
always do it with one hand instead of two; 
itis quite as easy and much more elegant. 
See! here comes his majesty of diamonds,’ 
and up came the card. The cheat stared at 
the conjuror fora momentand then rushed 
from the place, without waiting to possess 
himself of his hat, coat, or stakes. 

Another of the fraternity, after winning 
ten games at écarté in succession, tried his 
fortune against a new opponent, and stil] his 
luck held. He had made four points, and, 
dealing, turned upa king and won. “My 
iuck is wonderful,” said he. “Yes,” said 
his adversary, ‘“‘and all the more wonderful 
since I have the four kings of the pack in my 
pocket!’’ and the yeeteases of legerdemain 
laid them on the table. 

“T remember,’ saida gentleman who had 
traveled in Russia, ‘‘being ata ball given by 
the Empress to the late Emperor, on his 
birthday. I was playing at écarté, when the 
Emperor, who was wandering about, came 
behind me to watch the game. My adversary 
and 1 were both at four, and it was my deal. 
‘Now,’ said the Emperor, ‘let us see whether 
‘ou can turn up the king.’ I dealt, and then 
held up the turn-up card, mores: ‘Your 
orders, sir, have been obeyed.’ dozen 
times afterward the Emperor asked me how 
I managed it, and he never would believe 
thatit was a mere hazard, and that I had 
taken the chance of the card — a king.”’ 

“The Czar was as much astonished at the 
result of his remark as the young gentleman 
who, looking over a pretty girl's shoulder 
while she was playing cards, observed: 
“What a lovely hand!” ‘‘You may have it 
if you want it,”” murmured she, and the rest 
of the evening he was wondering what her 


intentions were.

Natural Advantages of the Trade and How 
They Have Been Improved--Present 
Status of the Business. 


The remarkable growth within the past few 
years of the cotton trade of this city provides an- 
other example of what St. Louis’ merchants can 
accomplish when they resolutely combine in a 
sustained effort to improve to the full their city’s 
natural commercial advantages.

THE MEMORIAL HALL CONCERTS. 

The first concert of the ‘‘Memorial Hal! 
series was given in the presence of a_large 
audience on Thursday night. The Jacob- 
sohn Quartet of Cincinnati, comprising 
Mr. Jacobsohn, first! violin, Mr. Burck, sec- 
ond violin,Mr. Ebauim, viola, and Mr. Brand, 
cello, were heard in this city for the first 
time and were assisted xy Miss Eiilie A. 
(uno and the Messr® Epstein. The 
opening piece of the concert, the 
4; major quartet of Haydn, was not 
unfamiliar, but was listened to with great 
interest. ‘The first movement, the moderato, 
was rendered effectively, but in the minuet 
there was lacking some of the rhythm which 
the master of minuet music usually gives to 
this movement. The adagio is, however, 
one of the masterpieces of Haydn, and its 
interpretation and execution were worthy of 
the great work. The grave, tender inquiries 
of the first violin were put by Mr. Jacobsohn 
witha pathos and richness of tone which 
reminded one of the voice of Patti. It was 
very evident that the pecuiiar excellence of 
the quartet was in’ the performance of 
slow and sentimental music. The presto 
which followed this adagio was well rendered. 
Mr. Jacobsohn subsequently performed an 
adagio of Viotti, a composition full of 
“melancholy music,” and, in response to an 
encore, he gave a violin arrrangement of 
one of Chopin's Nocturnes. Of the creat 
ski of Mr. Seanheohn it is unnecessary to 
speak. As the first violinist of the Thomas 
ora@hestra, he became well known through- 
out the country, and his execution last night 
was eminentjy successful. . His interpreta- 
tion of sentimental music was equal to any 
we have heard for many years. The great 
quartet in C sharp minor of Beethoven 
exhibited in a remarkable degree the wide 
ditference between the music of this present 
time and the music which Beethoven created 
for posterity. There is scarcely a wider dif- 
ference between Wagner's and Rossini’s 
works. ; 

The first four movements were played with- 
out pause, the attacks taken with perfect 
precision, and while the a/legro movements 
were without error again the influence and 
preference of the leader were shownin the 
fourth movement, the andante nea NON 
troppo e molto cantabile, The composition 
isof the very first order and is worthy of 
that sublime genius to whom we owe the 
“sad music of humanity, not harsh, not grat- 
ing, thoughof ample power to chasten and 
subdue,”’ 

This quartet has never been played in 
this city, and we trust that when our home 
artists attempt if, they will come as wel! 
prepared as were the members of the Jacob- 
srohn Quartet. The leader is, of course, 
superior to any of our home musicians, but 
not so the three associates. The constant 
attentive practice of the Cincinnati musician 
is the explanation for their accurate work. 
Will not our local quartets take a lesson? 

Miss Cuno sang the Albani Valse of Arditi 
with much technical skill, and she 
ave to the two sOngSs of 
tubenstein, “Nachhall” and “‘Sehnsucht,”’ 
such expression and an enunciation of wore 
and note so clear, that we regret the publica- 
tion of the absurd transiation of the words 
which appeared on the programme. ‘Those 
who understood German had no difficulty in 
understanding Miss Cuno, and to those who 
relied on the Enylish verse a worthless trans- 
Jation gave no pleasure. Miss Cuno is more 
effective in the rendition of songs such as 
those of Rubinstein than of Arditi, and when 
we compare the relative musical and artistic 
value of the works of the former 
with those ofjthe latter composer, the differ- 
ence in only to her credit, 

The performance of the Messrs. Epstein was 
skillful, but a potpourri from North Star be- 
tween a Beethoven and Haydn quar- 
tet! The Bach fugue was played with per- 
fect unison, but was cold and without senti- 
ment 

To the gentlemen who have organized 
these concerts, Messrs. Methudy, Ives, Pot- 
ter and Kieselhorst, we owe a debt of grati- 
tude for their good work, and the citizens of 
st. Louis ought to give to the three remain- 
ing concerts a hearty support.

FUR-BEARERS. 


Something About the Kinds of Fur Now 
Fashionable. 
New York Evening Post. 

The principal call now is for the fur of the 
fur-seal and sea-otter. Of the latter about 
6,000 are taken yearly. They are only found 
in the North Paeitic islands. The best skins 
are Valued from $100 to 8500, and are especial- 
ly affected by the wealthy Chinese. The 
Russian sable—though why so named is an 
enignia, the choicest specimens coming from 
Kamtehatka—is extremely fashionable 
throughout the world, the fur being valued 
forits great uty, and being unique from 
the fact that the hairs turn and lie equally 
wellin any position. The animalis related 


| to the weasel, pine and {stone martens, mink, 


etc., but exceeds them all in the beauty and 
length of the over hair; that is long; flowing 
and of a rich bluish-dark shade, wearing ex- 
tremely well, the pelt being tough and dur- 
abie. Nearly 100,000 are caught yearly at all 
points, bringing from $30 to $150 a skin, : 
the lady who would wear a perfect set'o 
furs from it must pay nearly $2,000, , 

The American warten—from Labrador ane 
Great Whale River—are much in demand. 
Artists’ brushes are made from the. hairs of 
the tail, and for this and other purposes over 
130,000 are captured yearly, valued at $25 per 
skin for the best. f pine martens, 200,000 
are used. It is a rich brown, being often 
passed off by dishonest dealers as Russian 
sable, In this country the better class of 
mink retains its popularity, the dark chest- 
nut-browns and blacks being rich and ele- 
gant in the extreme, and often passed off 
upon the innocent purchaser as Russian sable. 
The dark-blue, lustrous shades are most 
admired and come from Maine, Nova Scotia, 
and the Middle and Northwestern States. 
The fappers realize, or should, from 85 to $25 
per skin for the 250,000 animals killed yearly. 

Ermine skins are now rated at about $150 
apiece, and the coat of Louis LX. was probably 
worth at the time $2,500. One of the most 
fashionable furs is that of.tne silver-fox. It 
isa . deep, glossy black witha Dbiufsh 
tinge. So beautiful are thev that $500 has 
been given for a single skin, and La Hauton 
states that in his time the skin of one of 
these foxes brought its weight in gold. Skins 
frequently brought $250. Of the 2,000 canght 
yearly, about 1,000 are used in England, and 
they are occasionally seen upon the streets 
of Néw York. , ° 

Cheap grades of furs are made from the 
Siberian squirrels, muskrats, rabbits, wild- 
cats, badger, coon, and even the common 
domestic cat, of whieh 1,000,000 and over are 
killed vearly; yet, the attentive observer 
about New York is often reminded and forced 
to observe that the supply exceeds the 
demand. Other animals used in -trimming, 
ete., are lions, tigers, and bears. Of the 
former 500 are consumed by the trade ever? 
vear, while 20,000 bears, 500 tigers, 100,000 
buffalo, 100,000 chinchillas, and 6,000,000 
squirrels have been and are used yearly in 
various branches of trade. 


QUEEN EMMA OF HAWAII, 


A Jolly Royal Lady Who Resembles the 
English Queen. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, 


Her Majesty, the Danege Queen Emma, 
widow of Kamehameha IV., lives in a hand- 
some residence in Honolulu, where she gives 
occasional quiet receptions, chiefly after Eu- 
ropean style, but sometimes in native style. 
Queen Emma is three-quarters white. Her 
grandfather was an Englishman, John 
Young, who organized the amey of Kame- 
hameha I., and married pne of the sisters of 
that first king of all Hawaii. Her father 
was an Englishman, Dr. Rourke, so that she 
was grandniece of ong Kamehameha and 
wife of another. I trust I have put_this 
matter not only clearly, but correctly. From 
Honolulu to Hilo and from Walkiki to 
Mukuaweoweo was told the story of how 
Queen Emma is not only a dowager, 
but a blood Kamehameha; but never twice 
was the story told alike to the correspondent 
of the San Francisco Call. I was assured 
that Johu Young was given one of the wives 
of the first Kamehameha in acknowledge- 
ment of his services in helping to dispose of 
the king’s enemies ;I heard that Dr. Rourke’s 
grandmother was an aunt of Kamehameha 
il.; that Queen Emma’s grandmother was a 
sister to a wife of Kamehameha L., and vari- 
ous other fa “7 complications I was inform- 
ed of, allof which I have averaged in my 
own account of the affair. As in the present 
case, the King’s sister is heir-apparent, any 
children he might have not a entited to 
any rank of suecession, their mother having 
none to give them. This arkable law was 
ably explained by t eminent gene- 
alogist, Mark Twain, who, writing on the 
subject as it oceurred to the law- ers of 
early days, said: “It is always possible to 
prove who your mother was, but, etc. 

Queen Emma is not on[y a very great 
favorite with the natives, butis also sony od 
affected by the English colony here. She has 
been twice in England, I believe, and receiv- 
ed much attention and many presents from 

ueen Victoria. Added to this reason for 
their patronage, the English here have an- 
other fittle fable regarding Queen Emma that 
one hears constantly and that rather amuses 
me. Itis that.there isa striking resemblance 
between the Queens Vi a and Emma. 
This, with truly British loyalty, they con- 
ceive to be a compliment to Queen Emma, or, 
rather, orenendet to think so, for that the 
contrary is the case must be vividly apperens 
to even the most partial Englishman who has 
ever seen them both. Queen Emma, whose 
one-quarter quota of native blood gives her 
only the appearance of a decided brunette, is 
more than ordinarily handsome. She is 46 
vears old, but like all 
lives of contented, easy 
years very few excuses to mark 
looks very much younger.

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THE CZAR’S LAND. 
Something About Student Life in 
Russia. 


_- 


Poverty and Faults of the St. Petersburg 
Throng--Uniforms That Make Them 
Conspicuous--Hardships They 
Suffer-—Sympathy With 
Nihilism. 


A correspondent of the Manchester Exam- 
iner, writing from St. Petersburg, says: 
When in the days of old Rome somebody sug- 
gested the clothing of the s laves in distinc- 
tive attire, it was pointed out that while such 
a step would be popular enough with the tail- 
ors, it would carry with it the serious politi- 
cal disadvantage of giving the classes in 
bondage an idea of their great numerical im- 
portance in the eternal city. Caution of this 
kind might nowhere seem more necessary 
than inthe capital of modern Russia, yet it 
is just here, of all the chief towns and coun- 
tries in Europe, where uniforms are distrib- 


uted most lavishly and where, instead of 
being regarded as elements of social danger, 
distinctive dresses are viewed as contributing 
to public order and giving strength to the 
State. Otherwise it would be impossible to 
account for the bewildering variety of uni- 
forms one meets with in the streets of St. 
Petersburg. With the materials fora com- 
plete philosophy of clothes spread before him 
at almost every step e takes, the 
traveler may well be excused for won- 
dering why Russia is not still in the pe- 
riod of silver buckles, knee breeches and 
powdered wigs. Whatis, perhaps, as sur- 

rising as anything in a city almost as 
ull of barracks and soldiers as can be, is the 
fact that at least half the uniforms worn in 
it belong to those who are undergoing tuition 
in the various educational establishments. 
It is hardly possible in Russia to be educated 
in ordinary private attire. To bea good 
scholar cad a loval citizen—for the union of 
these two qualities is specially insisted upon, 
yet rarely brought about by the Governirent 
—a youta must have bright buttons on his 
coat, don a cap of pecuiiar shape, weara 
semi-nilitary cloak, or carry a sword; a 
young woman must appear in a dress of reg- 
ulation pattern, have an apron of regulation 
color, and display a regulation bow or arm- 
let. Foreven strangers, therefore, itis by 
no means difficult to arrive at a general idea 
of the great numerical importance of the stu- 
dent ciasses in the Russian capital. Nor is 
the observation of uniforms an at all indis- 
pensable condition of obtaining  in- 
formation of this kind. St. Peters- 
burg is a city of students in atrnuer sense 
than Moscow. There is hardiy a dwelling- 
hovse in. the new capital that does not sive 
sheiter to some of these young peopie whom 
the educational authorities have put into «1ni- 
form. The homes of the students of Petrop- 
olis would make a fairly large English town, 
and their occupants would be quite numerous 
enouch to obtain representation inan Eng- 
lish Parliament. Itis pretty certain that in 
any other country than Russia their interests 
would be thought worthy of protection by 
the law. From a sanitary point of view alone 
their lot is often enough a hard one. Mostly 
occupying the smallest of rooms in the big- 
gest of buildings, where they are not infre- 
quently packed together in amanner that 
sugyvests the accommodation given to steer- 
age passengers in a cheap emigrant ship— 
having to grope to their lodgings through 1l- 
ventilated corridors—-performing the three 
operations of studying, eating and sleeping 
in the same tiny chamber, into which no air 
can find its way save that from a quadrangle, 
fetid with smells from decaying vegetable 
matter, itis not to be wonderedat that Rus- 
sian students are not always healthy, or that 
they are not invariably contented with their 


position. 
THE ENEMY POVERTY. 

The greatest enemy with which these 
Jovers of knowledge in uniform have to con- 
tend is poverty. It may be true enough, asa 
political economist would a it, that there 
are too many students in Russia; it is certain 
that occupation cannot be tound for taem all, 
even When they have finished thetr educa- 
tional career at the gymnasium or the univer- 
sity. A seriously large roportion of 
them never finish—are never allowed to finish 
—their education. The sudden collapse of a 
long and arduous “course” might not 
come amiss tomen of the stainp of Bash- 
machkin, wiose only ambition in life, Gogol 
tells us, was to buy «400d winter coat to keep 
out the cold; but to youths who wish to 
make their way inthe world, and to pay it 
into the bargain, the consequence must be se- 
rious. A career once spoiied by pedagogic 
harshness or Government suspicion, the only 
resource left to astudent is that of giving les- 
sons—of throwing lLimself into competitioa 
with that vast army of garret scholars who 
offer instruction in ail the languages and phi!o- 
sophies ata ruble an hour. Scanty means, 
however—the result of being precipitated 
upon the capital with funds oniy barely suf- 
ficient to.pay for their education—force many 
astudentinto extra-scholastic tuition, and 
even teachers, both niale and female, who 
have finished their studies and yained ap- 
pointments in the Governmeat school, are 

lad enough to supplement their moderate 
ncome by visiting families or receiving 
pupils. ow many buraoing ambitions are 
cooled in this brain-wasting work—how many 
are every year won by these enforced “‘les- 
sons” for the cause of socialism—there are 
no statistics toshow. Occasionaliy a wail 

oes up that startles even those accustomed 
o the ‘narrow thiugs”’ and harsh realities of 
student life. Among the hundreds of re- 
uests for lessons thatat this timeof the year 
fill Russian newspapers, ooe meets now and 
then with an advertisement soliciung on be- 
halfeofia student “something to do, aay- 
where, and for mote But much more 
moving is the appeal, “For the love of God 
keep ablind student and his family from 
starvation!” Even uhder normal circum- 
stances the life of a student is not inherently 
a joyous one. He is regarded 
with too much suspicion by the Government 
to have many social pleasures. Yet his es- 
prit de corps is unbounded. Fonder than 
any bursch from Bonn or Heidelberg of visit- 
ing and being visited, he has friends without 
pumber, and a collection of photograghs al- 
most too large to be counted. In this broth- 
erhood of students differences of sex go for 
very little, often nothing. Young women of 
mam iageatie age, girls only just in thelr 
teens, think it no breach of the conreniences 
to receive frequent visits from adults of the 
opposite sex. It should be pointed out, how- 
ever, that the relations betweenthese young 
people are for the most part purely those ot 
uaintanceship, and are as innocent as to 
strangers they might seem suspicious.

The general 
conversation is of an essentially diseursive 
character—politics, literature, art, scienee, Or 
a host of other subjects suggested by the 
events of the day-—with frequent appes!s to 
French, English and German authorities. It 
is politics, however, that mainly interest in 
these private reunions; and, when the com- 
pany is selected and to be depended upon in- 
dividunlly as weil as collectively, the fights 
are high, the conversation bold and daring.

Mazzini was often sheltered 
by her in Paris when Napoleon IL 
was on the throne, and } know a 
Mazzinian whom she preserved from the ca 
ital sentence of a French court-martial in 
Rome in 1850. Mdme. Cornu was absolutely 
devoid of sons moral, but the sound- 
ness uf her intellect and the genercsity of her 
disposition to some extent redeemed this 
want. She was a bonapartist in the sense 
attached to the word by M. Thiers in the 
early years of his life and by the Due de Per- 
signy, aod was a very active agent in gaining 
partisans for Prince Louis Napoleon towards 
the end of Louis Philippe’s reign and during 
the second Republic. Toobtain the support 
of M. Louis Veuillot, as the presidentia! elec- 
tion was diawing nigh, in 1848, she called 
upon him as if to discusss an artistic question 
that he had raised in his journal. and which 
concerned her husband. Gradually she 
brought the conversation around to politics, 
and with address and subtiety drew a _ por- 
trait of the Emperor which rendered M. 
Veuiilot favorable to his candidature. Mdme. 
Cornu avowed herseif a freethinker, and ap- 
vweared Ww regret the mystical ieadency of the 
*rince’s mind. “You will hardly believe it,” 
she said, “but he is unable to getalong with- 
‘out the Virgin Mary. He adored Queen 
| Hortense, and cannot imagine the universe 
without a Divine Mother as weil as an 
Eternal rather.” 

Mada:ne Cornu wished the Emperor to do 
great things sor France, and to shape his con- 
duct according to the principles of the Revo- 
jution. She was ambitious for Louis Na- 
poleon, but not for herself, and judged well 
to retain the honorable but modest position 
of “‘wife of M. Cornu, of the Institute.” Her 
influence with men of liberal ideas and high 
capacity would, she judged, dectine if she ap- 
peared a personal gainer by the coup d’état. 
She certainly obtained no money from the 
Emperor beyond what she wanted to give to 
proteges and to distribute in loans, which 
were disguised subsidies, to her struggling 
literary friends. It was Madame Cornu wlio 
obtained for M. Renan an archeological mis- 
sion to the East. She was a sort of god- 
mother to his daughter, and, I am told, said 
to her not long before she died, “As I have 
no money to leave you, make use of my 
papers to add to the dowry that your father 
i3 to give you on your marriage.”’ 

dme. Cornu was preserved from want at 
the end of her life by the Mazzinian whom 
she rescued from the sentence of a French 
court-martial. He had come into a fortune, 
and when it was intimated to him that she 
was poor and invalided asked leave to be her 
treasurer. She took him at his word. A few 
days previous to her death he unasked remit- 
ted to her 6,000 francs. Mdme. Cornu quar- 
reled with the Emperor for marrying the 
Empress, between whom and her there was 
no love lost. Mdme. Cornu had a good qual- 
ity and an evil one, which seemed incompati- 
ble. One was extraordinary honesty and 
the othera gigantic capacity for dissimula- 
tion. She was notan amateur deceiver, and 
only dissimulated when moved to do so par 
la raison d'état or the persona! interest of 
the Emperor. I believe that she and Maz- 
zini, who at three different times cast himself 
in Paris on her generosity, played close 
Kames against each other. M. Lockroy, who 
is now tue son-in-law of Victor Hugo, was 
attached to the Renan Mission, which at 
Mdme. Cornu’s uest Was sent out to the 
Holy Land. I do not suppose that the 
Renans will at once publish all the docu- 
inents of historical interest which are in- 
cluded in the papers of Mdme. Cornu.
